It 18 now consilerably over a century since the
University of Pennaylvania was established in our

the space of ground eccupled by it and the adjacent
buildings {8 too circumsceribed in dimensions to allow
of any further improvement. Necessarily, another
site had to be selected, and on the west bank of the
Sohaylkill, In & hort time, the ground will be broken
for the erection of the proposed bulldings. 1t had
been intended that the services of laying the corner-
stone should have taken place to-day, sut owing Lo
the impossiblilty of preparing that article In time,
the ceremouy has been postponed to some fature
aay.

The annual commencements of this department
have always been among the finest in Philadeiphia,and
they have always been attended by the most refined
muﬁcnce& The 118th commencement to-day was
no exception to this rule, hut on the contrary it out-
rivalled all the preceding onesa, The doors of the
Academy of Musle were thrown opoen at 9 o'clock,
and in the next hour & constant stream of most
clegantly attired lndles and gentiemen poared [nto
the mammoth auditorium. So crowded was the
baliding that the alsles in the parqnette, parguette
circle and baleony were made use of by those who
had been unfortunate enongh to believe that the ex-
cessively ot weather wonld deter hundreds from
belpyg in attendance,

Each of the lxdles geemed to be armed with a bou-
quet intended for her favorite graduate, and the
ushers were kept busily employed in transferriog
these tokens of regard from thelr fair custodiang to
the stage, llere gentlemen commenced by laylong
them in a llne wong the foutlights, but it was soon
found that if that were coutinued the spectators
would have no view of those taking part in the cere-
mony, and the foral girts had to be conveyed to the
green-room, from which they were distributed at the
cloging of the exerciscs,

At 10 o'clock the Germania began the proceedings
with a delightful plece of music, after which Pro-
fossor and HRev. Charles P. Krauth addressed the
Throne of Grace,

the law of force of the stronger, aud which had the
sword mightier than the pen.
1n conclusion, and in referring to the progress edu-
cation had made since those days, the orator sald ;—
Onr gchool systems are the admiration of the
world. And other civilized nasions follow, some of
them not far behind, lu the glorlous course we have
taken. Right education, To (t8 lmportance and Its
clolms the whole world, the whole modern world,
has awakened, The revival of learning in the Mid-
die Ages and the revival of learning in these ages!
Why, the one was but the fashing of astar, the
other i8 the blazing of asun, Education with ua s
iotellectual ; and, & strange expression, It Is intelli-
gently intelicetual, It not only takes hold of the
minds of men, but of dissimilar minds; and, kKnow-
ing this, it adapts itself to the mind strong and the
mind weak, the mind acute, the mind obtuse, the
specolative mind, the practical mind; it adapts
itself to every varlety of mind., It 18 intelligent,
The farmer does not sow the same sced on the
highland and in the lowiand—what thrives on the
mountain dies in the vailey. Bo with modern
education. The same thoughts, the same [deas, the
game studies are not suited to all minds, and she
treats different minds in a different way. But why
dwell on this? To do it justice wonld take the many
pages of & volume, Yet that volume 18 not needad
w-day. Of the truth of my words in this regard you
are all witnesses. The educational Institutions of
the world, of this land especially—the colleges, the
seminuries, the public schools—are witnesses, Ap-
peal to them, The colleges of the land I sald: 1 add
universities, And here a word-—rather let me glory,
I glory Inthis: I glory in the University of Pennsyl-
vania—the venerable, the grand, I glory in my A bna
Mater, the Institution whose one hundred apnd thir-
teenth commencement we celebrate to-day. One of
the first founded in America, her history has been
honorable, her repute noble, But for some years she
stood sull, she disobeyed the law of progression,
on which we are dwellipg. Her chlldren feared
for her lest she was to be removed. To-day, thanks
to you, Gentlemen of the Board, to you, sirs, of the
Faculty, to the energy and push of her friends, the
kindness of the cliy, she 18 again on the advance,
and the far advance, She satistes the law, With
the swelllng of the new life within her, her old
dwelling-place, the ciassic halls her children trod
for many generations became too small. She has
driven her stakes anew bevond the river, and there
she will be first and proudest among universities,
Take her catalogue: run over lher corps of profes-
sors; see her curricalum. As a classical school she
never hid g superior; as a medical, never: herlaw
faculty is composed of eminent jurists ; and now or-
rangements are belng made to furnish her with a
seientitic school, which her friends fondiy hope may
rival those of Yale and Harvard, Unlike many—the
great majority of our colleges—she 18 built upon
no sectarian foundation: she recoguizes no religions
‘tests ;" within her walls the bellever of any creed,
the adherent of any sect, inay become a student, Her
views are the broadest, the most lthernl. And this
being so, In & great elty like Philadelphia, she shoald
be a pride, and from the citizens—tho wealthy and
cultured especially—her clalms for uu[‘l"pun should
recelve munificent recognition.

THE GREAT OIL FIRE.

The Disnster at Pltisburg—01l Tanks Struck
by Lightning—Loss of Lile—~Terrible Scenes—
Holt o Milllon Dollars ef Property De-
siroyed.

The Pittsburg Commereial of yesterday gives the
following particulurs of the disaster previously re-
ported by telegraph;—

The most disastrous oil conflagration e ver known
in the SBtate of Pennsylvanoia occurred yesterday
afternoon, In the Eighteenth ward, opposite the
borough of Sharpsburg. f

THE THUNDER BTORM.

Shortly after 2 o'clock there loomed up around
the horigon black threatening clouds and the ram-
bling thunder told of the térriac storm thiat was
approaching. In a few moments e wind became
almost a tornado; vivid flashes of lightning and
terrible peals of thunder followed, and soon the
awlul work of devastation commenced,

THE CONFLAGKRATION,

About hall-past two o'clock the lightning struck
slmultaneously a 20,000 barrel tank belonging o the
Eclipse Works, and one belonging to the Clilzens’
Works, The burning ofl from these set fire o the
a«ui]umlng premises, and nowed raplaly down to the
bridge, setting ftire to all bulldings that came in its
way, and soon the bridge was enveloped in fames.
It was hut an instant and a pall as black as midnight
kettied over the entire vicinity, and men were feging
from the terrible geene without scarcely being able
to see thelr t\‘:(v. The flames awept down upon the
office where Mr. H, B. Foster, the book keeper of
the Eclipse Works, was stting, and only a few
charred remalos are left to tell his sad fate,

In & few moments the scene presented was in-
describably and awrally grand. & spectator who
stood upon the hillside above the bridge coald obtain
& complete view of the dreadrul confagration.
About Mfteen acres of burning tanks, dwellings,
and buildings lay just before him, From esch tauk
came rolling up immense colomns of dense smoke,
and ever and anon the flames wounld leap skyward,
B8 I anxious to follow the plllars of smoke (o thelr
upward course. Five huge columns of smoke
marked the points were oll tanks were burning, and
the awelling-house of Dr, Tweedle and the baildiogs
of the Eolpse Reflnery filled in the intervenlng
B with lurid flames. Beyond this, cleavly
gleaming through the smoke, the Slm'puhur' Bridge
was to be seen, clearly defined and blaging and
cracking, about to fall, Soon it fell: on each side
of e nigh piers the woodwork fell wto the river,
aud, serpent like, doated h dowa the carreat

Just then there arose from the burning mass o!
the Eclipse ruins the soreeching of Lhe steam, es-
caping from the safetp-valves of the glx large
bollers, snd the crowd drew back In mMOmentary
expectation of an explosion. The valves whistled
and screeched in & tope that sonnded like the
mourning of some uunknown mouster over the awftul

spectacie,

The con tion extendad along the river bank
for about hall & mile, and the ties of the Alleghe
Valley Haliroad were set on fire and the ralls w
into almost every concelvable shape.

thereafter entered the opening on this side of the
river cansed an exciung chase over the bridge, the
brother on tnis side of the river, and who was the
only person who ggw them run on to the bridge,
belng frenzied In regard to their gafety, The thne
consumed in the burnlng of the bridge way only
elgnt miputes, and we can imagine the feelings of
these men on the bridge, who, having once entered
it, were territied at beholdiog the barning o1l sWeep-
ing after them with a velocity almost double what
they could run.

THEIR WORK.

Since the departure of the expedition from this
Qnrt. on the %2d of January, both the Guard aod
Nipsic have been us busy as becs. Thelr crews
have worked dillgentiy from Mouday morning until
Saturday night, and frequently the sabbath has been
made a day of labor, In order to achleve the great
object of thelr undertaking. On account of the
rugged natare of the country on the Pacific side, the
expeditionary corps selected Caledonla Bay on the
Atlantic slope as 118 base of operations, and accord-
ingly in this naturally spacious and hill-bonud harvor
botll vessels cast anchor on the 26d of February, and
on the morning of the 24th all the instruments and
wen were on shore ready for work, Here their tirst
difficulty was encountered in the shape of hosule
natives, who from the beginning till the end an-
noyed the party by their jealousy of forelgners and
thelr tricks to mislead them in thelr endeavors to
Burvey the route,

THE INDIANS,

unlike those who roam our plains, are small In
stature and exceedingly treacherous. It was only
by the utmost exertions that a sumeoent number
were brought over to interpret and act a3 guides,
There are between 40,000 and 50,000 on the Isthmus,
divided up into three tribes, the two most powerful
of which are the Sassardi and jMortl. The latter
hiave their habitation on the |sies and shoals odjp-
cent o the coast, where they live on fsh sad crabs:
while the Sassardl, the largest and most powerful,
dwell In the denge; jungles, and subsist on the tro-
pical fruit and other prodocts which they raise when
not too laxy towork. During the whole thine spent
in the conntry, but one o1 two wWomen were scen.
THE EXPLORATIONS,

On acconnt of the celebrity that had been given
“Dr, Callen's route,” which was supposed to have
